RARE OPERATION 
IN SURGERY 


Patient’s Stomach Removed | 


and Shortened. 


CANCEROUS GROWTH FOUND | 


PYLORIS AND SURROUNDING DIS- 
EASES CUT AWAY. 


The Operation, Known as “Gastro An- 
terostomy,’”’ Was Highly 
Successful. 


NEW March 7.—Lewis J.

The operation known as gastro-an- 
terostomy, and of removing the 
patient's stomach, cutting away the pyloris 
and several malignant growths in its vi- 
cinity and restoring the stomach to its 
former place. 

McKenna was resting easy last night, and 
the physicians suy that if the present im- 
provement continues he will be up in a 
week. McKenna complained come months 
ago of severe pains in his stomach, and 
was troubled with insomnia. Altogether his | 
Symptoms suggested severe indigestion, A 
tube, inserted through his esophagus into 
his stomach, showed a total disappearance 
of all acids and a destruction of the pepsin, | 
making digestion impossible. Food taken | 
into the stomach was taken away 17 hours 
later in practically the same condition as 
before. | 

This condition called for an examination, 
which diclosed a tumor as big as a hens 
eng, and a systematic degeneration of the | 
pancreas. The patient was thereupon pre- | 
pared for the operation, 

The vertical incision, 
long. was made in the abdomen and 
through the growth, the exposed  pyloris | 
showing a tumor outside of the stomach, | 
An incision was then made in the stomach, 
and inside was found a cancerous growth 
the size of a large orange. The point 
where the incision was made—at the pyloris 
is the exit of the stomach into the 
testines, the other the entrance | 
through esophagus. 

The stomach was cut away 
ope f out of its place and laid on a 
on of antiseptic cloths placed on the pa- 
tient’s chest. Then the doctors cut away the 
tumor, and cut off the pyloris, the other ma- 
lignant growth being thoroughly cut 
away. The stomach put back in /- 
iis accustomed place, having been joined 
to the intestines with silk sutures. ' 

But little blood was apparent throughout 
the whole operation, which lasted one hour 
and fifteen minutes. The patient rallied at 
once, and it was seen that the operation 
Was a SUCCESS,
